The Horrors of the Mutiny in India, 
THE MASSACRE AT DELHL 


[Corresponitence of the London, Post.) 
Sournameron, August 6. 
tho Calcutta passengers by 

the India mail packet declared that the 
Oude family were implicated in the Sepoy 
inutiny. ‘This yas mentioned in the Daily 
News at tho time; but the Oude family 
was not mentioned in any other paper, ei- 
ther English or Indian, in connection with 
the mutiny at that time, A fortnight after 

mont appeared in the Daily News, 

aph announced that the King of 
Oude had been made a prisoner for being 
concerned in the conspiracy of the Bengal 
army. ‘The passengers by the Indian mail 
packet Colombo, which arrived here yester- 
day, state that some things happen in India 
which are not for some time made public 
for want of substantial proof, and other 
things are not known there because the 
news-writers in India and the correspon- 
dents of the English journals scarcely know 
how to describe such inhuman. atrocities. 
The Colombo's passengers say that the im- 
agination can scarecly conceive the fiendish 
atrocities perpetrated by the sereye When 
the Bengal mutinecrs entered the city of 
Delhi there were English merchants, mer- 
cantile, telegraph and post-office clerks, of 
ficers of the native regiments, and govern- 
ment functionaries, with their English wives 
and children, living there as unconscious of 
danger as if they had been in any English 
town. As soon as the mutineers ontered 
Delhi a great many Englishmen and Eng- 
lishwomen and children escaped, but num- 
Lers could not do so, and those who did not 
escape were subjected to outrages worse 
than death, The daughter of an English 
clergyman was driven through the streets 
of Delhi naked, then subjected to unspeak- 
able outrages by an infuriated soldiery and 
afterwards cut to pieces with swords, An 
English lady in the same city was suspend- 
ed by the feet naked and hacked to pieces, 
The European officers and soldieis are ex- 
asperated to madness by these atrocities, 
and most terrible punishments will be in- 
flicted by the European soldiers on the mu- 
tinous Sepoys when Delbi is taken, The 
Sepoys have acted more like fiends than 
human creaiures. It is with the greatest 
difficulty that the Engtish soldiers cam be 
provented from laying violent hands on ey- 
ery native they mect. A THighland zegi- 
ment landed at Calcutta, and one of the 
soldiers was seen jinmediately to rush 
Straight toa native aud fell him to the 
earth with his fist in an instant. Whoever 
lives to tell the fate cf Delhi, and of the 
scenes witnessed in the city during tha seige, 
will be able to relate undreampt-of horrors. 
The officers who eame home by the Colom- 
bo seemed to think that it was fortunate 
that the rebellion in India broke out when 
it did, for the disaffection might have spread 
more extensively before it madeitself open- 
ly known, The outbreuk has been long 
expected, and a great falt appears to have 
been the fear to face it or anticipate it on 
the part of the authoritie

him from the importunities of parties who 
sought to get leases of property from him, 
after he ume of age,—that he should 
make a trip to the United States. 

He Jef in company with Mr, Higgins, 
and proceeded by lake to Kingston and 
Cape Vincent, and then by the cars to near 
Utica, when he was seized with fils, and 
had to remain at the village of Fonda,— 
Vomiting and delirium ensued; medical 
aid was called in, but the young man con- 
tinued to sink, and expired on the following 
Monday evening. Higgins states that he 
paid the deceased every attention and hay- 
ing placed his remains in a vault to await 
tho wishes of his friends, proceeded to New 
York, as his baggage was checked through 
to that city. He then returned to Toronto,

Lynch Law—A Boy Shot, | 
[From the Perth Courier, August 11,] 

A young lad named John Horn, son of 
Mr. Alex. orn, of Hopetown, Lanarh,was | 
shot on Monday evening Inst by one Mat 1 
thew Baird, a farmer residing there. The « 
facts, so fur as we have been able to ascer- | 
tain, aro these:—The people residing int 
the neighborhood felt scandalized, it is said t 
at the manner in which Baird had used his 
family, the details of which are too brutal 
and obscene to appear in print, O 
ning last fall, a number of men, with 
blackened and otherwise disguised, repaired 
to Baird's house, seized and dragged him 
out, rode him on a rail, and gave him a 
coat of tar, For this outrage Baird lodged 
a complaint with the authorities here, and 
was taking measures to have several par- 
ties whom lie suspected hauled up and pro- 
secuted. On Monday evening lust, a num- 
ber of persons, disguised a8 before, again 
went to Baird’s house. He warned them 
not to enter or he would shoot them. John 
Horn, however, went to the door, and from 
the nature of the wound it would appear | 
that he was stooping down, probably to re- 
connoitre, when Baird discharged a pistol 
at him; the ball struck him on the chin, 
passed through the lower jaw, down the | 
neck into the shoulder, through the left lung, 
and lodged against the shoulder blade on 
the bases Iforn immediately fell, when 
another lad jumped over him into the house, 
The parties inside then closed the door and 
attacked the intruder, Those outside hear- 
ing the scuffle, broke open the door, enter- 
ed the house, anda general melee ensued, 
during which Baird received a'severe beat- 
ing, one of his boys was almost killed, and 
a girl had her arm broken, The intruders 
then decamped, carrying oil their wounded 
companion. The medical men attending 
young Lorn state that he connot recover, 
and will probably not live over a day or

THE COUNTRY STORE, 


The following graphic picture of a “Coun- 
try Store” we find in a Canadian newspaper, 
although evidently written in and for the 
meridian of the United States. But, not- 
withstanding the difference of our Goyern- 
mental institutions from those of Uncle Sam, 
the similarity of the social habits of Cana- 
dians to those of Americans—among the 
rural population especially—brings the sub- 
ject “home” to every Canadian who has 
had any experience of the peculiar charac- 
teristics of a “Country Store.” Wo have 
in our mind’s eye a place not more than 
hundred miles distant, where the “ Country 
Merchant” is also the Postmaster of the 
village and where daily congregate, for bu- 
Siness or pastime, the guidnuncs and igno- 
rami of the rural vicinage, Often have we 
wondered at the patience and forbearance of 
the postmaster and merchant, in suffering 
so many loiterers—some of them idlers— 
about his counters, usually smoking, and 
gossipping with every fresh addition to 
the gaping cote But we subsequently 
discovered that “customers” must be in- 
dulged, and that it won't do to be too 
particular with the honest-hearted, hard- 
fisted yeomanry, when they go a shopping. 

An institution in itself is the Country 
Store. It stands out as distinct and vivid 
in the social landscape of the rural districts 
as the monument does at Bunker Hill. All 
parties resort to it, All the loungers, all the 
idlers, and all the village gossips, as well as 
those who go to buy molasses, keg nails, 
tobacco and raisins, congregate and loiter, 
and gossip and listen, in the convenient 
resting place in the country store. And, 
if it furthermore happened to be the Post 
Office, then follows a patronage from the 
sovereigns, far and near, which it would be 
idle for me to attempt to describe. Besides 
those for sugar, nails, codfish, and brooms, 
there lie all the letters that belong to the 

nen, women, and children of the town.— 
The sum total of their correspondence with 
parties resident abroad is to be found just 
there and nowhere else, ‘Therefore all the 
men collect about this swarming focus. 
Therefore they come ani sit evening after 
evening, alternately discussing the news, 
seeing who carries off ench and every letter. 
they stand up and crowd up 
around the Postmaster as soon as the vil- 
lage mail bag is brought in, assisting him 
to sort the meagre little pile that be emp- 
ties out of it upon the counter; offering 
advice whenever it is, and isn’t needed: 
and submitting highly original comments 
upon matters and thir in general, faster 
than anybody can pretend to keep up in 
their digestion. 

Look in on the store ina country town 
at any tine of the day or evening, unless, 
perhaps it is just planting or haying time, 
and you will find character, incidents, and 
amusing detail enough to please you ns long

the scenes to you. ‘They lounge and loaf, 
boys and men, making A sorious business 
of it, ‘They perch on the smooth, worn 
counters, swinging off their feot

They read all the posters 
and handbills for the thousandth tine, and 
laugh and comment and comment and laugh 
at the very same place they did three weary 
years ago. 

On winter nights the iron box stove is 
filled ‘cram full’ with solid wood, and the 
draught roars ‘ike a young lion in the de- 
sort. Its raging sound drowns the howl 
of the January winds without. The men 
and boys huddle close, holding up their 
hands before their toasted faces, laugh hard- 
er at their stale jokes than ever, and 
again over the reputations of their fri 
and neighbors in a pleasantly scx 
way. When the old mail driver come in 
from his coach on these evenings, they all 
begin to address him by his Christian name, 
and ask him minutely about the weather 
and make their calculations how much 
longer he will be likely to be on the road ; 
then there is a new whirl in the social 
scene, and new’ characteristics are devel- 
oped to the eye of tho observer at every 
turn, 

Tho village store withal isa very useful 
place, and therefore is worthy of a number 
all by itself, in the list of our institutions. 
There the farmers yo to buy their new spring 
seeds and their agricultural implements. 
There the boys go to perform their errands 
for mothers, sisters and themselves, There 
the farmers’ wives arrive early in the fore- 
noons in the summer time and barter away 
their eggs and butter for cotton cloth, or 
calico, or new shoes. There the girls re- 
sort, with Durning blushes on their faces, to 
learn if they have any letters for themselves 
in the office, or to exchange a few sly re- 
marks with the spruce young clerk, whose 
hair hangs so heavy with oil and perfume- 
ry, or perhaps to study the very latest styles 
in prints, bareges and muslin de laines.— 
You can see a caravan of old family nags, 
bob-tailed and long-tailed, standing drow- 
sily before the door, almost any hour of the 
day. You can seo old women climbing in 
and out of their high wagons, having made 
or being about to make the purchases they 
have dreamed of, and ked about, and 
made all sorts of calculations on, for at 
least a week or amonth before hand, ‘They 
will present you, too, many a study, if you 
will be but patient and listen; their ready 
resources, their shrewdness in getting a bar- 
gain, their bold way of telling the store- 
keeper how much they know themselves 
about what he is trying to talk into them, 
and their triumphant expression when they 
discover that they hava finally carried their 
original points exactly as they desired —all 
these things catch the eye of a quick ob- 
server, and furnish him with plenty of food 
for consideration afterward. 

Thoy talk politics pretty well in the pub- 
lic meeting in the largo city, where they 
have a distinguished speaker from abroad 
to wake up their ideas; but they don’t be- 
gin to know liow to do it so thoroughly as 
they go through with it in a country store. 
There a man corners a man. He gets him 
right where he cant get away. As soon as 
sq. Riggs opens the talk, or Deacon Blond- 
gett makes a sally, or Capt. Muggs starts a 
new train, they are all in for it, every one. 
They are the very people for whom politi- 
cal newspapers are printed, and no others. 
For them were originally published the ‘de- 
bates in Congress,’ whicb they are as ready 
to quote as any eager deacon ever was to 
hurl texts from the scriptures at the head 
of his opponent or questioner. The Hon. 
Mr. Furbuz does not suffer in their hands 
at all; or else he does suffer immensely, 
though not so badly as to be damaged be- 
yond recovery. What the ex-momber of 
Congress for their district said in his speech 
ivered before the Young men’s Club on 
ay evening last, they were satisfiud to 
alk aboutiit all the evening. All the Can- 
didate’s claims for fayor are fully discussed. 
All the prospects of his final election are 
frecly remarked upon in one corner of the 
and another. The minister’s hints up- 
on political topics don’t suit some, while 
the others profess to like him better on that 
account. It is not a little caticus there in 
the country store; it is a little Congress 
and every man a member. ‘The assembled 
wit and wisdom of the town discuss all the 
great affairs of tho nation, settle the claims 
of the church and the ministers, and dis 
pose of the reputation of all, the great and 
little men, in an evening. Wars and ru- 
mors of wars, they take by the horns with 
both bands. Elections are their particular 
hobby. ‘They really believe they make and 
unmake our public meng and the belicf is a 
source of jnordinate satisfaction to thom, 
In the autumn time it is good to run 
your eyes over the crook-neck 
and the yellow, round pumpkins, and the 
nice white beans, and the blood-red beets, 
that garnish the walls and ceiling. Hera 
is the autumn of agriculture, Here the 
farmers hold their shows. Tere they flock 
in afternoons as well as evenings, and tell 
tho finished work of the season just 
drawing to a close. They make up thoir 
estimates of their corn and potatoes, ‘They 
begin to calculate how many cows they are 
going to winter, and whut amount of wool 
the women folks mean to get carded for 
wintor spiuning. ‘They talk on crops, on 
fruit, on horses, and on sheep, 
keoper beconies a sort of confidante to ev-

‘They swap horses 
and cattle before the door, aud kprawl over

the counters inside to figure up their profits 
or losses in the way ot trade, All the lo- 
cal news centres there as a focus. The 
country storekeeper could well afford to 
publish a bulletin every day, and he would 
not fail either, to find his own account in 
it, as the saying is, He collects continual 

ly the fund of gossip and scandal, of quar- 
rels and horse trades, of deaths, births and 
marria and of losses, gains, misfortunes 
and family feuds. He calls every other man 
by his Christian name, and can tell youthe 
age and circumstances of nearly all of 
them from one end of the town to the 
otner, 

If you happen to be driving through one 
of these back towns any day, it will pay 
you well to buy half a peck of oats for 
your animsl to cat under the shed, while 
you go into the village store yourse!f and 
look around and study character, A new 
pate of life will present itself to you— 
fou will see, perhaps, what you never saw 
before, and learn some things that you had 
not been told enjoyed a real existence — 
The storekeeper will treat you with all pos- 
sible civility ; the men standing and sitting 
around will question you perseveringly of 
your name and occupation; and all the 
boys that roost on the boxes, kegs and 
barrels, will stare and whisper, and snicker, 
till you declare to yourself that no man has 
really completed his education unless he has 
been out for a time and studied human na- 
ture in a country store, 


The Fiendish Brutality of the Mutineers,

ing something wanting to aggravate his 
feclings of ‘horror aud dismay, severed the 
head from the body of the mother, and 
bound this also around his neck; and not 
yet satisfied with their dreadful work, 
they seized the poor man’s two remaining 
children, infants of three or four years old, 
killed them, cut off their heads, and strung 
them around his neck, taunting him with 
all the obscene language the native dialect 
so readily furnishes, until they thought he 
was dying, and when fearing they might 
lose the opportunity of-torturing a man, a 
dagger was plunged into his heart, and he 
died, with the heads of all those he held 
most dear on this earth resting lifeless on 
his breast, We relate but one instance 
only among the many that have come to 
our knowledge— whereas almost every act 
of those villains has heen marked by some- 


thing equally horrible.

more soldiérs fn the field. As many of thes¢ 
are required where ‘they are stationed, and as| 
it would be imprudent to depend to any great] 
extent upon the natives in a battl 
those of their owncountry and rel 
though the Sikhs and Madras mi 
fought nobly,) the suppression of the revolt 
must rest chiefly on troops of European origin, 
Forty or fifty thousand of a reinforcement will 
reach the scene of strife from England before 
the season closes, and then, if not before, a tér-| 
rible retribution will be visited upon the heads 
of the rebellious and bloodthirsty Sepoys. 

The latest accounts state that Delhi has not 
yet fallen, although this event is daily expected, 
Tlie sores of the besieged aro, lesa frequent 
and determined, showing that their spirits are 
sluking and their bravery codling. The be- 
sicged city is built on two rocky eminences, 
and surrounded with a fortified wall thirty feet 
high, and from three to five thick. ‘The wall 
is constructed of red sand-stone, and encom- 
passed by a moat 20 feet broad, There are 
also seven colossal arched gates, defended by 
bulwarks, which serve as entrances to this mag 
Nificent city, Itis therefore no easy task, with+ 
out proper appliances, to reduco the place. 

This is the strong-hold of the rebels; and 
when it falls, ns fall it must before British guns, 
the war will be in a grent measure decided.— 
If the force now before Delhi be insufficient for 
its reduction, it may be, some time before it 
happens. ‘The distance from Calcutta to Delhi 
is 790 miles, and from Bom 700. The dif 
ficultics of overland transportation are great, 
anil some time must ne rily clapse before 
the besiegers can be reinforced from cither 
place.

and quite distracted. Knowing the uso of

her. I tried that game once in a murder 
case, and a weeping wife and sister made a 
jury render a verdict against/aw, evidence, 
and the judge’s e, and saved a fellow 
that ought to have been hung as high as 
Haman.

Tho Judge charged according to law and 
evidence, but evidently leaned on the side 
of mercy, The jury found a verdict of 
guilty but unanimously recommended the 
prisoner to the moroy of the court. My 
client was sentenced to the shortest impyis- 
onment the court was allowed to give, and 
both jury and court signed a petition to the 
Goyerno for an unconditional pardonwhich 
has since been granted, but not before the 
following incident ocourred :— 

Some three months after this, I received 
an account for collection from m wholesale 
house in New York, ‘Tho parties to collect 
from were hard ones, but they had proper- 
ty and before they liad an idea of the trap 
laid, I had the property, which they were 
about to assign, before they broke under 
attachment.

I received the funds just after bank opening, 
but other business detained me till after 
dinner, I then started for C- y intend- 
ing to go as far as tho village of Mount 
Vernon that night. 

Thad gone along ten or twelve miles, 
when I noticed a splendid team of horses 
attached to a light waggon, in which were 
seated four men, evidently of the high strung 
order, ‘They swept past as if to show how 
easily they could do it, ‘They shortened in 
and allowed me to come up to them, and 
hailing me, asked me to ‘wet,’ or in other 
words, diminish the contents of a jug of old 
rye they had aboard; but Lexcused myself 
with the plea that I had plenty on board, 
They asked me how far I was going. I 
told them as far as Mount Vernon, if my 
horse didn’t tire ont. They mentioned a 
pleasant tavern about ten or twelye miles 
ahead as a nico stopping place, and then 
drove on again.

CAR VENTILATION. 


There has lately been a great deal sald, 
but, except among experimenters and their 
immediate friends, yery little done, to pro- 
vido the public, and especially thoso who 
trayel by steamboat and rail, with a con- 
atant supply of good, fresh air, Of the 
comfort—to say nothing of its importance 
in a hygienic view—of efficient ventilation, 
little need be said. Any one who has been 
compelled to live a few hours in a dank, 
fetid, or close atmosphere, can fully appre- 
clate the benefit of freo, pure air, as it was 
made to be breathed. But how many 
steamboat or railway companies have at- 
tempted to wive their customers at all times, 
by night and by day, in simmer and in 
winter, @ proper supply of this cheap life 
food? Our attention lias been directed to 
this subject by a recent experience of the 
discomfort of the ordinary car in hot, dusty 
weather, and the tolerable comfort afforded 
by Mr. Ruttan’s device to secure ventilation. 

One of the passenger cars on the Grand 
‘Trunk between Toronto and Montreal, has 
been Ventilated under Mr. Ruttan’s dirac- 
tions, and s0 far aa wo can judge from a 
single trip, itis a great improvement upon 
the common car, It may be worth while 
to describe two or three of the more recent 
plans to sécure ventilation in railway cars, 
and the points ia which the Canadian in-

“The 
cost of this improvement is trifling; it} 
causes no additional labor to employes, 
the whole operation is as simple as it ap: 
pears to be philosophical; why is it not 
universally adopted? ‘The mechanical or- 
rangement is alla fixture, and no part of 
it seen inside the car except the two pedes: 
tals. These might easily tre disposed so ns 
not to occupy seat-room} the effect is pro- 
duced let the car go which way it will, and 
tho whole is self-acting. We think this 
contrivance is well worthy of attention by 
tho. travelling public, and especially by 
Railway Companies who desire to make 
their passengers feel comfortable and at 
home in their cars. —Globe,

Although the storm has rather abated, the 
ground-swell is yet fearful, and many hundreds 
sit upon an anxious seat, It is, to an outsider, 
rather interesting to notice how ingeniously 
the commercial journals—the organs of Mam- 
mon—wrap up in the technical yocabulary the 
doings of scoundrels, Thieves are called de- 
faulters—swindlers are called over-operators 
—loanjng out other people's money is accom- 
modation—embezzlement is extending liabili- 
ties, and regular stealing is only overdrawing. 
Surely such a pack of non-producing gamblers 
in the mere sighs of value are no more desery- 
ing of,sympathy or commissération from hon- 
est people, than are thieves and gamblers gen- 
ale As for preaching a homily to or about 
such individuals, we had as lief preach human- 
ity to a battle of eagles, teach decency to yul- 
tures upon a carcase, cleanliness to hyenas, as 
talk of cither honor or honesty to commercial 
speculators, The truth ix, the present bank- 


ruptey of commerce is a fitting and necessary 
concomitant to the bankruptcy of morals.—

earth, would be a mercy, compared to the uni- 
versal deluge of dishonesty, hypocrisy, cruelty,

It is well known that under the old law, a 
Divorce a vinculo matrimonii, that is the to- 
tal annulment of the marriage covenant, was 
only obtainable by the husband, unless the 
marriage was void ab intlio,—that is, where 
there was a pre-existing contract, consar.guin- 
ity, affinity, &c. The only ground upon which 
a husband could obtain a total divorce from 
his wife was adultery, and then only by Act of 
Parliament. Before this could be procured, 
he was obliged to produce evidence that/he 
had obtained a judgment in one of the Civil 
Courts in an action of damages against the 
seducer, or else show suflicient cause why such 
action was not brought or such judgment ob- 
tained, The experise attending such proceed- 
ings, placed a Divorce entirely outof the reach 
of the pooryman, and reserved this great civil 
luxury to the rich and influential. 

The Ecclesiastical courts had power to grant 
Divorces a mensa et thoro—{rom bed and 
board—on the ground of adultery and habitual 
cruelty, such as endangers the: life: or health 
{of the injured party. Buta partial divorce 
of this kind was yery difficult to procure, and 
made aggrieved parties much rather“ bear 
those ills they had, than fly to others they Wot 
not of.” 

The new Bill provide’ among other things

The husband may also 
suo the adulterer’ for damages in the same 
manner fs actions for crim, con., the damages 
being assessed by a jury.” The custody of chil- 
dren tobe provided for by interim orders of 
the Court of divorce.

peared in our streets, Wildly the story 
goes about town; speedily he is rushed 
home to a family mourning his demise ; in- 
stantly the flags from half-mast are run hard 
up; and glacness is upon all faces, for the 
lost is found, and the dead is alive again. 
With the tide of men moving to the south 
end, we go to greet him and learn his sto- 
ry. Almost immediately after his compan- 
ions had retired below, as ho was standing 
on the quarter with his spyglass to his eye, 
the main boom jibed over striking him in 
the back of the neck, and sweeping him in- 
to the sea.

THE STRENGTH OF DELHI. 

The Paris Pays gives the followgir 
count of the strength of Delhi, as ning 
from a certain source :—Delhi, at the mo- 
ment of the breaking out of the insurree- 
tion, contained the products of the cannon 
foundries of Kassifoure, and the gun carri- 
age and artillery materials manufactured at 

‘atchigar, and those of the celebrated pow- 
der mills of Ichapoure. Independent of 
the heavy ordnance on the ramparts, it had 
in store 640 heavy ‘guns of the calibre of 
from 18 to 24 pounders, intended to supply 
the different ports of the north-eastern pro- 
vinces of the Calcutta Presidency, besides 
480 pieces of field artillery, of the calibre 
of from 7 to 9, and 95 obuses and 70 mor- 
tars. ‘The store of projectiles and munitions 
was also very considerable. The Indian 
artillery ouglit to have a well-merited re- 
putation, and all these guns were in excel- 
lent condition, 

At the time of the insurrection there was 
not a single English regiment in Delhi— 
The native regiments of artillery and on- 
gincers did garrison duty, and this explains 
how it happens that the defence of the 
place is organized in such a regular manner,

THE ATROCITIES AT DELUT. 

The following letter is from a clergyman ; 

¢ BaAycaxone, July 4. 

I began writing you an account by the 
last mail, of this terrible outbreak in the 
Bengal Presidency, and I have determined 
to give you a brief outline of what has been 
perpetrated, as Eoglishmen ought to be in 
possession of facts, lest there should be any 
Squeamishness about the punishment in 
store for the brutal and diibolical muti- 
neers, 

We have had an awful time of it, I can 
assure you, though we ourselves have been 
mercifully kept from alarm or danger, No 
words can express the feeling of horror 
which pervades society in India, we hear so 
many private accounts of the tragedy, which 
are too sickening to repeat. 

Tho crnelties committed by 
exceed all belief, They took 48 females, 
most of them girls of from 10 to 14, many 
delicately nurtured Jadies,--violated them, 
and kept them for the base purposes of the 
heads of the insurrection for a whole week, 
At the end of that time they made them 
strip themeclves, and gave them up to the 
lowest of the people, to abuse in broad day- 
light in the streets of Delhi, They then 
commenced the work of torturing them to 
death, cutting off their breasts, flogeys, and 
noses, and Jeaving them to die. One lady 
was three dying. They flayed the 

» of another lady, and made hor walk 
naked through the Poor Mrs, 
tha wile of an offic 
at Meerut, w pecting her confine. 
ment, ‘They ed her, then ripped her 
itp, and, taking from her the unborn child, 
cast it and her into the flames, No Euro- 
pean man, woman, or child has had the 
slightest mercy shown them. I do not be- 
lieve that thé world ever witnessed more 
hellish torments than havo beon inflicted on 
our poor countrywomen. At Allahabad 
they have rivalled the atrocities of Delhi, 
T cannot tell you the cruclties these demons 
have been guilty of—cutting off tho fingers 
and toes of little children, joint by joint, iv 
sight of their parents, who wero resorved 
for similar treatment atterwards. I told you 
how gallantly our Madras Fusileors, poor 
J giment, has behaved; ono hun- 
dred of them, under O Noil, killod six 
hundred and fifty mutineers, — 1 
ter from ono of tho officers yoster 
says that no imagination can depict the 
sconcs ho witnessed whan he arrived at 
Bonar All the troops were in a stato of 
revolt. They saved Benares, Tho whole 
of the Bengil officers wore paralysed with 
terror and astonishment; so Col. Noil as 
svined tho command, and procesded to the 
most summary measures, cutting off whole 
rogiments.

I leave to my wife the task of 
distributing among my creditors the means 
which remain to us; and I pray Goce my 
friends and my enemies may pardon my 
self destruction, Yet another minute and 
1 shall be in eternity. 

Cropomir Frenots.’” 

Great consternation was caused by this 
tragic event, which was the more unex- 
pected, as the loss alluded to in the above 
note had never been made public. The 
deceased had been held in great esteem 
over the colony, as a man of strict honor 
and probity, and was universally lamented, 
Two months after the sad end, his widow 
entered a convent, leaving to a nephew of 
the late merchant, a physician, the charge 
of completing the distribution of the effects 
of Frenois among his creditors. 

A minute examination of the papers of 
the defunct led to the discovery of the pe- 
riod when the unfortunate meréhant had 
been robbed ; and this period was found to 
correspond with tke date of the disappear- 
ance of a min named John Moon, being in 
theemployment of Frenois. Of this man, 
on whom suspicion naturally fell, nothing 
could be learned on inquiry ; but shortly 
after the division of the merchant's property, 
Moon re-appeared in the colony. When tu 
ken up and examined respecting the flight, 
he stated that he had been sent by his mas- 
ter to Franco to recover certain sums duce 
to the merchant there, in which mission he 
had been unsuccessful, He further ayerred 
that if Clodimer Frenois inh ing cor- 
respondence had thrown any injurious sus- 
picions upon him, the whole wis but hi pre- 
text to account for the deficiencies of which 
the merchant himself was the cause and the 
author. ‘This declaration, made by a man 
who seemed to fear no inquiry, and whose 
worldly circumstances remained in appear- 
ance the same as they had ever been, had 
the effect of silencing if it did not satisfy the 
examiners; and the affair soon fell, in a 
great measure, out of the public recollection. 

Things remained for several months in 
this condition, when one morning, Mr, Wil- 
liam Burnett, principal creditor of the late 
Olodomir Frenois, huard a knocking at his 
gato at a very carly hour, He called up 
one of his servants, who went down and 
opened the door and immediately returned 
with the intelligence that a strangor, who 
eemed desirous of keeping his person con- 
coaled, wished to speak with Mr. Burnett 
in private. Mr, Burnett rose, threw on his 
dressing gown, and descended to the parlor. 
The back of the visitor was turned to Mr, 
Burnettas he entered, But when the stran- 
ger turned round and advanced to salute his 
host warmly and courteously, Mr, Burnett 
started back, and uttered a loud oxclamation 
of surprise and alarm, Well he might; for 
before his eyes stood his friend and debtor, 
Clodomir Frenois, whom he thought he had 
beheld nearly a yoar before a mutilated 
corpse, and whom’ he himself had followed 
to the grave! 

Whiat passed at that interview, betweon 
Mr, Burnett and the strange Visitor, remain 
ed a secret. Mr. Burnett was observed to 
issuo several times, palo and agitated from 
his dwolling, and to visit tho magistrate 
charged with tho criminal processes of the 
colony.

Approaching Launch of 


From the Liverpool Albion, 

Tt is now more than three years since the 
lofty walls of iron, forming the sides of the 
Great Eastern, first legan to excite the 
wonder of yoyagers up and down. the 

1e3 completion 
the public interest increases, Enormous 
size, which is naturally the distinctive fea- 
ture that first strikes the obseever, is, how- 
ever, one of the least of the marvels that 
belong to the joint production of Mr, Scort 
Russert and Mr. Bruyev. We have the 
assurance of the former that the Great 
Eastern is built upon precisely the same 
model a& every vessel ho has constructed 
since his discovery of the wave line 22 years 
ago. In the wonderful ship, which now 
towers some 70 feet above the level of the 
Isle of Dogs, dwarfing every passing vessel 
by her enormous proportions, we have only 
an extension of the lines upon which Mr, 
Russet built the little Wave, of 74 tons.— 
This may relieve those who regard the “ biz 
ship” as too much of a novelty, and still 
leaves suflicient food for wonder in the 
knowledge that she is about the eighth ofa 
mile in length, and more than twice the 
length of the Great Britain, which, a doz- 
en years ago, was the largest iron ship then 
built or thought of, But her breadth is 
much less, in proportion to her length, then 
that of the vessel just named, (being 82 feet 
M- all”) a point of differ which 
affords the best ground for the anticipations 
entertained of the speed with which she 
will cross the Atlantic. 
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Granting, then, that the ‘mammoth ship 
is merely an extended copy of all other iron 
steamers built on the wave line principle, 
let us see what are the “ one or two excep- 
tions,” so modestly alluded to by Mr. Res- 
seLtlast week beforethe British Association 
at Dublin. The most prominent, in reality, 
though a feature which escapes unpro’ 3° 
sional. visitors, is the cellular construction 
of the upper deck, and the lower part of the 
hull, up to the water line, or sbout thirty 
feet from her bottom, which is as flat as the 
floorof aroom. Taissystem, while it gives 
greater buoyancy to the hull, increases her 
strength enormously, and thus enables her 
to resist almost any outward pressure. Two 
walls of iron, about sixty feet high, divide her

In iron 
vessels great precautions being necessary to 
prevent the compass from being influenced 
by the mass of metal in ‘such attractive 
proximity, various experiments have been 
made with the view of discovering the best 
mode of overcoming this, Tt was original- 
ly fntended to locate the compass upon a 
stage, forty fect high, but this pian has been 
abandoned, and a standard compass will be 
affixed to the mizen-mast, at an elevation 
beyond the magnetic influence of the ship. 
Whatever misgivings may be felt as to 
the length and the weight she will carry 
amidships, will be set at rest before she even 
touches the water by the mode of launching 
—An operation as great a noyelty as the 
ship herself. The plan hitherto bas been 
to build the vessel on an inclined plane, and 
at right angles with the water; but in the 
case of the Great Eastern this was impos- 
sible, on account of her great length, to say 
nothing of the expense of building a vessel 
of her enormous dimensions in a position 
which would eleyate her forecastle nearly a 
hundred fect aboye the ground. These 
considerations led Mr. Brunet to dete 
upon Iaunching her sideways, with w 
view she has been built parallel to the river. 
Tn constructing the foundation of the floor 
on which she stands provision has been 
made at two points to insure sufficient 
strength to bear the whole weight when 
completed. On these two points she will 
rest when ready, and thus her strength will 
be tested in the severest, and, therefere, most 
satisfactery manner, ‘Two cradles will be 
introduced at these points, and she will 


longitudinally into three parts, the inner 
containing the, boilers, the engine rooms, 
and the saloons, riring one above the other, 
and the lateral divisions the coal bunkers, 
and, nbove them, the side cabins and berths, 
The saloons are sixty feet in length, the 
principal one nearly half the width of the 
vessel, and lighted by skylights from the 
upper deck. On either side are the cabins 
and berths, those of first-class being commo- 
dious rooms, large enough to contain every 
requirement of the most fastidious of lands- 
men. The thickness of the lower deck will
